Just Beam Me Up: Vertical Access in Limited Space

equiring only about half the floor area for 
conventional staircases, spiral stairs sometimes 
furnish the only legal means of access to upper 
levels, roofs, and lofts in areas where space is limited. 
Additionally, these prefabricated, freestanding assem- 
blies add a dynamic design element, save labor, and 
relieve project schedules. The labor and scheduling 
advantages of prefabricated elements come at a cost, 
however. By their nature, these stairs are tightly config- 
ured to the space allowed, and once fabricated, they 
have little capacity to accommodate additional issues as 
they arise. Most critical to the success of the project 
thus becomes laying out and ordering the stair itself. 
To find out how to get it right, we talked to a man who 
consults on these issues every day, Rick Harrington, the 
manager of stair sales for Steptoe and Wife, LLC, of 
Toronto, Ontario. Steptoe builds a period cast-iron 
stair, but the principles will apply roughly to all spiral 
systems, whether fabricated from wood, metal, or con- 
crete. 
Spiral stairs compress a number of issues into a 
compact package. Mr. Harrington recommends that his 


crete footing below. 

In many spirals, this center pole does indeed support 
the weight of the steps, but not in the Steptoe version. 
Here, the load is instead transmitted to the floor 
through the stairs themselves, much as in a conventional 
stair system. The pole cannot be used to support the 
load. By asking the question, this designer avoided 
surprising his client with additional project costs. Re- 
garding the structural needs of spirals in general, Mr. 
Harrington reminds us that they are freestanding struc- 
tures lacking the lateral stability of built-in stairs. Spi- 
rals over I2 ft. tall will require a degree of sway bracing. 
For a recent spiral built to pass through a 20-ft. space, 
Steptoe provided this stability by furnishing a landing 
area halfway up which tied into the walls. By under- 
standing the structural requirements of the spiral instal- 
lation, the designer was able to incorporate them into 
the overall design. 

Once paid for, delivered, and sitting in the yard, the 
staircase belongs to the purchaser — mistakes and all. 
The fabricator will rightly disclaim responsibility for 
confirming dimensions in the field or for conformity 
to local codes. Nevertheless, Rick Harrington makes 
every effort to smoke out misunderstandings by requir- 
ing the purchaser 


to furnish such 
drawings as are 
necessary to define 
the space. The er- 
rors he most com- 
monly sees are 
normal, tape-rule 
type miscommuni- 
cations about how 
to measure open- 
ings, whether they 
were made finished 
floor to finished 
floor, for example, 
as required, or if 
they were instead 
made rough to 
rough, finished 
floor to subfloor, 
or something else 
entirely. 

Once Mr. Har- 
rington has confi- 
dence in these 
dimensions and in 
his understanding 


of the space, he will 


produce drawings 
of the spiral stair 
installed, for the 
purchaser's review

customers get to know the particular stair before com- 
mitting to it. By preventing misunderstandings, he helps 
his customers avoid unhappy surprises. For example, he 
recently spoke to an architect whose San Francisco 
client wanted to run a staircase from a first floor 
exterior deck to the second floor and proposed sup- 
porting its weight by extending the staircase center pole, 
by itself, down through the deck to bear upon a con-

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and approval. This is a final opportunity for the pur- 
chaser to verify all dimensions in the field. The fabri- 
cators drawing will also prove useful in obtaining 
approval for the spiral design from local building offi- 
cials. Local codes place restrictions on the permitted 
uses of spirals, and the only way to be sure if your design 
conforms is to ask your inspector. Spirals seem to fall 
into a gray area for some officials, and it may not always 
be clear that a design will pass until it does. The 
permit-application process gives them a chance to make 
their contribution to the design process, and sometimes 
that is all that they need. Certainly, no order should be 
placed until their approval has been secured. 

Layout for a spiral stair can be as simple as the 
project permits. Spirals offer a great deal of design 
flexibility in that they can be rotated on their footprint 
to accept traffic from any point of the circle and in that 
traffic can be made to ascend either clockwise or 
counter clockwise through the shaft. These two options 
usually allow the designer sufficient leeway to configure 
standard stair assemblies to fit any space. To orient the 
spiral, traffic patterns at one end or the other of the 
spiral will be deemed dominant and allowed to govern. 
For example, where traffic is to be conveyed from a 
main living area to a loft, the requirements of the main 
area would likely rule. In such a case, the bottom 
entrance to the stair passage would be oriented to best 
expedite traffic flow. All that remains to do is to 
provide a landing deck or plate connecting the upper- 
most step tread with the main loft floor area, taking 
care only that the landing material is not so thick as to 
impinge on the minimum height required by code for 
the stair passageway below. 

But what if the project requires a specified orienta- 
tion of the passage at both top and bottom of the shaft. 
whether because of code, clearances or customer pref- 
erence? Is there any way to adjust the relationship 
between the orientation of the top stair and that of the 
bottom? There is — at some cost — and with a little 
tinkering. Steptoe's stairs perform one complete rota- 
tion every [3 steps, winding 27 degrees around the 
center pole at each step. A climber's orientation when 
reaching the uppermost step will be determined by the 
number of steps it took to get there. For every 27 
degrees that we need to advance or rewind the orienta- 
tion of that topmost step, we must add to or remove 
one step in the series while maintaining the same overall 
stair height. 

Steptoe accomplishes this by introducing shims be- 
tween all the assemblies to make up a step or by milling 
down the cast-iron tread assemblies to make room for 
one. These are the same methods Steptoe uses to make 
the incremental adjustments to tread heights necessary 
to fit a stair into any given vertical opening, but adjust- 
ments for this purpose are minor: I/4 in. or less. The 
milling of the iron-step assemblies necessary to create 
space for a whole additional step will be much more 
substantial and will constitute a significant additional 
expense. Also, with the addition of a step, the overall 
length and shape of the spiral will be altered. A standard 
tubular handrail will no longer follow the pattern, so 
the stair must be fitted with a custom handrail at 
additional expense. Deviations from the standard stair- 
case pattern will entail additional cost, but given the full 
range of design variables available, a spiral configura- 
tion can be developed to accommodate almost any 
design requirement. *

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Internationalist Outlook 


A prolific and ebullient traditionalist based in Atlanta has designed thousands of houses 


around the world with a Lutyens-caliber array of stylistic and technological innovations.

his may sound odd, but...” is a phrase Bill 
Harrison uses often as he explains his particu- 
larly adventurous take on traditional architec- 
ture. He’s developed the verbal habit over decades of 
defending traditionalism from skeptics, trying to per- 
suade them that historic precedents are an inexhaustible 
source of solutions to 2Ist-century problems. Unlike 
many traditionalists, Harrison has also had to enlighten 
his fellow believers, again and again, about why he's 
blazed such a distinctive trail of his own. He's explored 
the high-tech boundaries of lighting and fenestration, 
and he's sought aesthetic inspiration in noble and am- 
bitious precedents, rather than in vernaculars. He's a 
kind of modern-day Lutyens, experimentally adapting 
Classicism to various conditions worldwide. 
"In our thinking process here, we try to be global," 
he says. "This may sound odd, but... I’m much more 
inspired by the expressive individu- 


theaters and basketball courts and bring to mind the 
Breakers: In fact HDA just finished a Beaux-Arts man- 
sion in Atlanta with 32,000 sq.ft. of rare woods and 
limestone (its one-piece stone Corinthian columns out 
front reach 32 ft. tall), and Harrison's Palm 
Beach/Mizner palace for a Saudi prince measures 
70,000 sq.ft, including numerous servants' wings. 

And yet many HDA houses have remained comfort- 
ably within trim budgets, thriftily set on existing foun- 
dations, with clever low-cost claddings, such as 
ordinary bricks angled to simulate clinkers. In making 
every design decision, Bill goes on, "we educate the 
clients about exactly why we're doing what we do. They 
become part of the whole thought process, so the 
houses end up every bit as much theirs as ours. They 
become emissaries for good architecture, to their 
friends, even to the world." 


als, the forward thinkers, the inno- 
vators who pushed the limits, like 
Palladio, Lutyens, and Richardson. 
I get more from them than I do from 
— dare I say it — Thomas Jeffer- 
son." Harrison Design Associates 
(HDA), a decade-old 35-person 
firm, operates out of a nondescript 
‘70s office cube (“we planted big 
trees and vines out front so it doesn't 
look so bad") in the Buckhead dis- 
trict of Atlanta. With partner Greg 
Palmer and an empowered (and 
profit-sharing) staff, Bill has built 
thousands of homes as far afield as 
Saudi Arabia, in modes as diverse as 
decorous Regency, woodsy Shingle, 
and flamboyant Mizner. The more 
opulent structures contain movie

Casting a Wide Net 


Harrison’s outlook has been internationalist practically 
since his childhood in Macon, one of few Georgia 
towns that Sherman didn’t burn. His great-grand- 
mother wo-manned a cannon atop a mausoleum in a 
riverfront cemetery when Sherman's forces arrived — 
the town’s Confederate soldiers had been posted at 
other fronts, and only women and military-academy 
students remained on hand to fight. After a standoff of 
several days, Sherman was uneasy about killing off such 
poignantly ragtag defenders, so he blew up Macon’s 
railroad tracks without torching the place and headed 
for Savannah. Which means that Bill Harrison — 
whose father was a builder, specifically an industrial- 
plant contractor — could enjoy growing up tn an 
unspoiled, white-columned Greek Revival house. 

In his spare time, he often sketched other historic 
structures in the neighborhood, and, at age 12, resolved 
to apprentice to an architect. He called every firm in 
alphabetical order in the local yellow pages, and reached 
"D," for Henry Dickson — luckily a preservation 
specialist — before he found anyone who'd hire him. 
He continued his training at Georgia Tech but was 
frustrated by the faculty's predominantly modernist 
stance. By age 20, while still an undergrad, he'd trans- 
formed a local leather shop into a 400-employee pow- 
erhouse and sold it for enough cash to fund several years 
of architectural tourism. "When I got to Italy," he 
recalls, “and walked into a Palladio villa for the first 
time, I had an emotional, almost religious experience. I 
went weak-kneed. After that I visited 9096 of his works, 
just by knocking on doors... the owners are incredibly 
friendly. There wasn't the wealth of books to study 
back then that there are now — I had to educate myself. 
I went to as many Lutyens buildings as I could, too — 
though I've never made it to the Viceroy's palace in 
New Delhi, it’s still on my list. I'm always mentally 
taking apart everything I see, trying to figure out what's 
inspiring me so much, studying every proportion and 
detail." 

He returned to Atlanta in 1979 and, horrified at its 
outbreak of modernist skyscrapers, began buying and 
restoring old buildings. “I brought a lot of rooming 
houses back to single-family use. I was out there doing 
pure construction work, with a nail bag on, relieved not 
to be designing anything. Gradually I took on design 
projects as an adjunct (when people wanted additions 


to old houses), and by 1990 I had 200 employees. I

decided to retire again, to start over. I envisioned myself 
as a gentleman architect, putting up maybe two or three 
houses a year.” Harrison Design Associates opened 
with three staffers, including the name partner. “We 
lasted a few weeks like that,” Bill laughs. “People started 
showing up on our doorstep, asking to work for us, and 
it's Just kept growing. Clearly, I’m not cut out for any 
kind of retirement.” 


Cross-Continental Appeal 


More than 2,500 of the firm’s designs have been built 
so far, about half in Atlanta and the rest throughout the 
U.S. or overseas. One key to HDA’s success is its warm 
welcome for clients just learning architectural history. 
“No one expects a doctor’s or a | lawyer’ s customers to 
have sophisticated knowledge in those fields," Bill 
notes. "The same should be true for architects. There 
are very few ‘experienced’ clients. Almost no one builds 
themselves a house more than once or twice in a lifetime 
— though we did once build someone a I2th house. 

Typically people come to us because they've seen 
and liked a house we did, and they're carrying a maga- 
zine picture of what they think they want for them- 
selves, or they have a vague idea they want French or 
English. From our library of several thousand books, 
we show them our interpretations of what they want. 
Sometimes they'd been talking about a Georgian or an 
Italian villa, but when they actually see it, they freak out 
— because they really want French Regency, or Palm 
Beach/Mizner. At every step of the way we explain 
exactly what we'll be giving them and w hat it means, 
We never say, ‘This is the molding profile we're using 
here, just because." 

What HDA puts on paper is pretty much what 
HDA then oversees being built. "We have such an 
in-depth knowledge of construction that 9096 of our 
designs are realized as drawn," Bill says. "It helps that 
we run this place without any kind of ‘proprietor’ 
mentality. The project architects always get credit, we 
profit- share based on performance, we're all like indi- 
vidual entrepreneurs." Partly because the staff enjoys so 
much independence, he adds, there ll never be an HDA 
signature style: A single street on Atlanta could contain 
IO of their projects, and all a passerby would notice "is 
there's a cluster of great-looking houses." 

Certain themes, nonetheless, recur in the firm's oeu- 
vre. Principal masses tend to look smaller than they are, 
thanks to multiple gables and dormers. Shallow roof 
pitches not only reduce visual bulk but also sometimes 
conceal central skylights, for maximum sun inside 
houses with deep footprints. Recessed lighting with 
state-of-the-art invisible controls further brightens 
Harrison interiors (^I know many traditional architects 
would object to that, but I also know Palladio and 
Lutyens would have used halogen bulbs if they could 
have gotten their hands on any") In contrast to the 
high-tech wiring behind the scenes, visible surfaces are 
often recycled or obviously sust: ainably harvested. 
Rough timber beams come from old mills or barns or 
standing-dead groves, and are joined with vintage tech- 
niques like mortises or n straps. (Kitchens look 
especially rustic — as if they'd been built as cabins 


decades before the more formal main 
houses.) Wood cabinetry and flooring 
are done in timber from old barns, or 
vintage logs that had sunk en route to 
their original sawmills, Bricks, clay roof 
tiles, terra-cotta and stone pavers, and 
fireplace surrounds, likewise, bear pati- 
nas of previous ownership. 

Yet no ornament ina Harrison house 
ever repeats. The designers thus honor a 
huge variety of contexts in unexpected 
ways: On the staircase at a Queen 
Anne/Shingle lake retreat (project ar- 
chitects: Greg Palmer and Bulent Bay- 

dar) in north rai for instance, a 
carved-wood railing looks like nautical 


rope and the newel like a seaworthy 
knot. In the living room of Harrison’s 
own Palladian-esque Mediterranean 


stucco house in Atlanta, on a hilltop 
where his wife, Deborah Hodge (a

A Whimsical Castle is Brought 
Back To Life — in Connecticut

James Sabith, project supervisor 


illiam H. Gillette, the actor best known for 

his portrayal of Sherlock Holmes a gen- 

eration before Basil Rathbone, left an- 
other legacy — his eccentric 24-room medieval-style 
fieldstone castle in East Haddam, Conn., on a 122-acre 
estate overlooking the Connecticut River. Now owned 
by the state of Connecticut and maintained as a public 
park, the 80-year-old structure recently underwent a 
three-year, $11.5 million restoration. It reopened on 
May 27, 2002, Memorial Day. 

Designed by Gillette and built from 1914-1919, the 
castle was modeled on the medieval ruins of a German 
fortress on the Rhine, with sturdy towers and turrets. 
It reflects Gillette's vivid imagination, with features 
such as trick locks, a secret room, a hidden staircase, 
and 42 doors that feature elaborate hand-carved latches 
designed by Gillette himself. Gillette also designed the 
built-in furniture, including a dining room table that 
moves on tracks, heavy oak bureaus in the bedrooms, 
and an elaborate wood bar in the lounge that locks with 
an ingenious mechanism. The estate also includes a 
three-mile narrow-gauge railroad that Gillette used to 
show guests around the property. 

Gillette died in 1937, and the State of Connecticut 
purchased the property in 1943. Over the years, the 
14,000-sq.ft. castle began showing its age; the deterio- 
ration became so extensive that it became unsafe and 
was closed in 1998. 


“The castle is unprecedented in terms of its style,” 


Project supervisor Jim Sabith stands in front of Gillette Castle 
during the restoration, which took three years and cost $11.5 mil- 
lion.

says David Barkin, project architect for Phase II of the 
restoration. "It doesn't fall into any architectural style; 
it’s a reflection of William Gillette and his eccentrici- 
ties. His chosen method of construction was bearing 
wall with fieldstone masonry rubble. The walls were 
over two feet thick, and there was a lot of water 
infiltration over time that had caused a lot of damage. 
The challenge was trying to preserve a building that had 
flawed construction.” 

Phase I of the restoration project involved the exte- 
rior of the stone parapet, roofing, and the railroad 
station on the grounds. It was directed by Roger S. 
Clarke, AIA, of Hartford, Conn., at a cost of $2.3 
million. Portions of the parapet walls (some as tall as 
I2 ft.) had to be removed so through-wall flashing 
could be installed. The walls were then rebuilt to look 
like the original castle. The whimsical dragon in the 
wall over the veranda area was also rebuilt. A bluestone 
patio that was not original to the castle was removed 
and replaced with crushed quartz and granite rock with 
a binder from Arizona, to give it a more natural look. 
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Another part of this phase included the restoration 
of the pavilion where Gillette had stored his narrow- 
gauge railroad. The train was sold to an amusement 
park many years ago, but it has recently been reacquired 
by the State and is being restored. The pavilion is now 
used primarily as a picnic area. Made of stone and native 
cedar poles with cedar shakes, the building had to be 
taken down and rebuilt by Kronenberger & Sons. New 
cedar truss framing was installed, and one of Kronen- 
berger's artists hand-carved the two missing wood cats 
that had once adorned the roof. 

The next step was the restoration of the stone walls 
leading to the castle. Engineers Szewezak Associates of 
Avon, Conn., replicated the stone walls and stone arch, 
using reinforced concrete to look like the original 
fieldstone. The mortar on the top is designed to age 
and darken with weather to match the small original 
segment left standing. 

Phase II involved repointing (and rebuilding) the 
castle wall, installing new heating and fire-protection

systems, and restoration of the interior of the building. 
David Barkin of Barkin Andrade Architects of New 
Haven, Conn., was the architect for this work. The 
castle walls, which are 24-30 in. thick, were repointed 
by Kronenberger & Sons, and 140 light fixtures were 
cleaned and restored by Griffin Bros. of Collinsville, 
Conn. Seventy-five percent of these fixtures were hand- 
carved. James Sabith, Kronenberger's 


superintendent 
for the project, points out that each fixture was docu- 
mented, tagged, removed, rewired, and then reinstalled 
in the castle. 


Ihor Budzinski, master carpenter with Kronenberger, carved the 
two missing wood cats — this black one and another gray one — 
that had sat on top of Gillette’s outdoor train pavilion. Originally 
called “Grand Central Station,” the pavilion was the main board- 
ing area for Gillette’s miniature train. Now rebuilt, it now serves 
primarily as a picnic area.

as four inches, were restored with epoxy. "It was not 


just a question of taking the windows down," says 
Sabith. Each piece of glass had to be labeled and 
numbered so it could go back into its original sash, in 
both the doors and windows." 

One of the interesting aspects of the castle was the 
raffia-type material that covers 4,000 sq.ft. of its walls. 
At the time the castle was built, this material was sold 
as inexpensive floor covering, but Gillette favored using 
it on the walls. Over the years, it had deteriorated 


severely and become discolored. Camile Breeze, of 
Museum Textile Services of Andover, Mass., directed 
the restoration of the wallcoverings. Her team of four 
worked for more than six months, cleaning the surface, 


repairing missing areas, stabilizing weak areas, and 
coating the material with an invisible varnish to protect 
it from UV rays. Using raffia from Madagascar in areas 
where reweaving was necessary, the team rewove 12 
yards for the library walls alone. The wallcov 'ering was 
also dyed, painted, and stencilled in bright turquoise, 
orange, pink, and green. 
"One big challenge,"

Barkin Andrade also provided a new egress from the 
third floor to the outside, so an ugly fire escape could 
be removed. “This is sympathetic with the castle,” 
Barkin notes. “It’s a very intricate stair with special 
metal railings and fieldstone paving on the landings and 
stair treads.” 

Originally called Seventh Sister, named for the hill 
it stands on, the Gillette estate is now once again open 
to the public. The renovation and restoration, which 
involved the highest artistic standards and quite a bit 
of one-of-a-kind work, was not, even remotely, as Gil- 
lette (Sherlock Holmes) might have said, ' 'Eleme ntary, 
my dear Watson."

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The Tudor Revival in America 


Vestigial Tudor features appear on all sorts of new construction today — from cross gables 


to multiple rooflines. Here’s a look at where the style came from, what it looked like, and 


how it might be used — intelligently — today.

rchitecture inspired by the 

Tudor period (1485- 

1605) entered the Ameri- 
can design lexicon during the 
approach of the Centennial celebra- 
tion in the 1870s. As America 
looked back to its origins, it drew 
upon a predominately English heri- 
tage. Tudor's distinctive dark 
beams, in-filled with a smooth 
course of stucco, not only provided 
the necessary nostalgia, but it incor- 
porated nicely with the rusticity of 
the budding Arts & Crafts move- 


ment, as well. From that point on, 


This is an example of a classic late- Victorian Tudor Revival 
house with balf-timbering, diamond-pane windows, and multiple 
gables, although some appear to have been replaced. Similar in 
massing to Shingle Style homes, it features large porches and 

a grand entryway. While the balf-timbering is not completely

any Tudor motif on a structure in- 
stantly conjured up our British 
roots and thus lent an air of history 
and provenance, a conceit that ex- 
ists to this day. 

At first, Tudor design was most 
commonly seen incorporated into 
what became known as the Shingle 
Style. Firms such as McKim Mead 
and White designed large, sprawl- 
ing summer homes with airy veran- 
dahs in the resort areas of the rich

Towards the middle of the 20th century, the influence of the Tu- 
dor style was still quite strong.

for all 20th-century architecture, for 
the era of having live-in servants had 
passed and family size was slowly de- 
creasing. During this architectural evo- 
lution, such Victorian mainstays as the 
wraparound porch vanished, and now 
entry doors became thick planks 
tucked into tiny vestibules with enor- 
mous iron hinges. Instead of large 
panes of beveled glass on the upper half 
of these doors, there were only tiny 
peephole windows protected with 
wrought-iron bars.

Although the half-timbering on an 
original Tudor building was structural 
(it formed the actual beams and trusses 
supporting the roof), during sub- 
sequent revivals, it bec: ame merely an 
applied decorative accent with little or 
no thought to its historically accurate 
placement. Vertical posts were often 
too thin, and their number far fewer 
than in a I6th-century wall. 

Beams and trusses were often laid 
out for symmetry's sake (or however 
the architect thought they might look 
nice) as opposed to any structural func- 
tion. Our eyes are now so used to this 
superficial post-and-beam veneer, that 
when we see the actual I6th-century 
structures, we're struck by how heavy 
and busy they appear. 

Another feature distinguishing the 
Stockbroker Tudor was the central 
front-facing gable with a very steep 
roof pitch that ran from the peak all the 


way into the middle of the ground 
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This Gothic doorway, surrounded by brownstone, suggests antiquity in its partial 
stuccoing; perhaps to give the impression of timeworn repairs. Note the nogging on

Arts & Crafts Book Bounty 


These six recent publications give insights into the full spectrum of the Arts & Crafts 


movement, from its headiest philosophical extremes to its daintiest fabric patterns.

Gustav Stickley’s Craftsman Farms: The Quest for an 
Arts and Crafts Utopia, by Mark Alan Hewitt. 
Syracuse University Press, 254 pp.; 85 b/w and 
I5 color illus. $39.95; ISBN 0-8156-0689-3 


ustav Stickley was a captain of mass-produc- 
tion industry, with hundreds of workers, yet 
paradoxically always preached the virtues of 
self-employed, individualistic handcrafters. He owned 
a 650-acre estate in a New Jersey suburb, and planned 
to convert it into a commune-like trade school and 
workshop, but no courses or furniture-making ever 
took place at the site. Mark Alan Hewitt clearly ex- 
plains how Stickley managed to fool himself and so

many others for decades at a time: The designer/tycoon 
per haps hoped, most ardently of all, that his 
farm/school would provide boys with a chance for an 
idealized version of his own miserable childhood. (A 
son of German immigrants, he'd grown up impover- 
ished on the Wisconsin frontier, practicing woodwork- 
ing first as a hobby and then, after his father deserted 
the family, to pay the bills.) 

Like Ft: ank L loy d Weight, Stickley reinvented him- 
self numerous times during his career. Despite his 
eighth-grade education, he played visionary intellectual 
in the [910s while building an empire of stores, pon- 
tificating publications, a factory, and even a midtown- 
Manhattan restaurant. By 1915, all were bankrupt, due 


to over-hasty expansion. After that, Stickley apparently 
ran out of reinvention ideas, and retired — it's as if he'd 
been believing too much of his own hype, unlike the 
far-cannier Wright. This book pithily chronicles Stick- 
ley’s rise and fall and analyzes Craftsman Farms’ con- 
struction, down to its azoic rock-bed and the bizarrely 
engineered log corners on its clubhouse (one of a dozen 
structures Stickley did realize at the property). 

Hewitt also explores other crafts-oriented utopian 
communities of the time, such as Elbert Hubbard’s 
Roycrofters, showing respect for their ambitions but 
keeping a sense of perspective about their pretensions. 
Hewitt quotes at length, for instance, from a magazine 
parody of Stickley's impractical house plans aimed at 
the common man: The article, called "The Daftsman," 
proposed cramped nooks for everything from piazzas 
to ingles, and promised homes that "can be built for 
next to nothing; and sold for even less."

his prodigiously knowledgeable author — a 
former director of the Adirondack Museum

celebrities like John Russell Pope and Addison Mizner. 
Craig Gilborn conveys much about camp lifestyles, as 
well. Although these oases were supposed to be idylli- 
cally relaxing, the meal schedules were rigid, the guest 
policies were often snobbish, and the overworked staffs 
battled constantly against floods, freezes, and fires. 
Gilborn rambles somewhat from anecdote to anec- 
dote, and many photos are hard to read {petattunés

alone: Lodges in the American and Canadian 

West have been set on timbers capped with, 
for example, twigs positioned to simulate Ionic volutes, 
gnarled V-shaped branch formations, rings of painted 
icicles, and little groves of vertical electric candles. 
Staircases, too, have reached the frontiers of architec- 
tural imagination: Halved or quartered logs serve as 
treads; a telephone pole, turned newel post, bears the 
carved head of a long-beaked bird; and jigsawn railings 
look like Swiss chalet balconies. The light fixtures on 
view are equally inspired, with parchment shades pat- 
terned in indigenous flora or Native American-style 
glyphs. 

This book highlights I6 hostelries opened between 
1904 and 1937, noting each project's design origins, 
construction methods and materials, additions and up- 
grades over the decades, and restorations necessitated 
by neglect, flood, or fire.

the quotes from gushy staffers ("It's a beautiful place 
and a wonderful thing”) and occasional lapses into 
heavy-handed TV-documentary-like narration (“every 
winter, nature attempts to conquer the inn”) — the 
book was, after all, published as a companion to a PBS 
series aired last summer.

rederick Law Olmsted, Jr., had been practically 
bullied into the family business by his irascible, 
and often mentally unstable, father. But Jr. 
(known to familiars as Ric k) took to the profe ssion so 
eviffly and successfully chat by age 40, in 1910, he'd 
alr cady run the American Socie ty for Landscape Archi- 
tects and taught America’s first university courses in 
city planning. 
He'd also been hired, along with prominent New 
York architect Grosvenor Atterbury, to lay out a cozy, 


Beside the central train station in Forest Hills Gardens, Grosvenor At- 
terbury set a 1 30-room hotel and a commercial arcade. Construction 
techniques were innovative: Much of the ornament, including the fleche, is 
precast concrete, and the imitation balf- timbering was made from terra- 
cotta blocks, brick veneer, and concrete hollows.

quasi-medieval suburb that has scarcely changed over 


the past century: Forest Hills Gardens, on 142 acres of 


flat Queens farmland, which was developed with fund- 
ing from financier Russell Sage’s widow Olivia. (She'd 
started giving away about $70 million after Russell's 
death in 1906, at age 90 — she'd tried and failed to 
interest him in philanthropy during his lifetime.) 

In this fascinating (and sadly color- photo- free) 
urban historian Susan L. Klaus details how 
Olmsted based the Gardens’ wavy street grid on Euro- 
pean city plans that had evolved over centuries, and how

Atterbury — a designer of mansions, turned housing 
reformer — lined Olmsted's byways with inventive 
Tudor structures. For these seemingly costly masonry 
buildings, ranging from cottages to a nine-story hotel, 
Atterbury developed low-budget construction tech- 
niques: Concrete exterior walls were precast onsite, one 
story at a time; floor slabs were poured from Atter- 
bury's nailable formula called Nailcrete; and imitation 
half-timbering was cobbled together from terra-cotta 
blocks, brick veneer panels, and precast-concrete hol- 
lows. 

The Gardens, like so many Arts & Crafts experi- 
ments, did not prove exactly affordable to the masses 
(early homeowners included secretaries, clerks, teach- 
ers, and doctors, while “Hebrews” of any profession 
were officially unwelcome). But its variety of house 
sizes did, no doubt, encourage some socio-economic 
mingling, and its cohesive detailing has certainly in- 
spired communal activities and spirit (not to mention 
countless imitator suburbs nationwide). To this day, 
Klaus notes, 
Olmsted's greens, and along his windy streets they 
watch for purple martins feeding at steeply gabled 
Atterbury-designed birdhouses.

he rage for Arts & Crafts textiles reached the 
highest echelons of American society before 
World War I (Stickley and the Greene broth- 
ers, for example, designed everything from pillows to 
portieres ). The humblest citizens, too, played a part in 
the trend: Hundreds of recent immigrants were trained 


at settlement houses in the profitable arts of lace-mak- 
ing and embroidery.

Commercially roller-printed linen scrim curtains in this stair 
landing echo the blue-and-white abstracted florals satin-stitched 
into the table linen and pillow. 
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European stylemakers like William Morris had ex- 
ported the fashion to the U.S., where it flourished, 
partly because so many American scholars and guilds 
were then rediscovering folk fabric traditions like sam- 
plers and woven coverlets. This book is a thorough, yet 
somewhat plodding, analysis of the topic that, under- 
standably, concentrates on accessories that may not 
necessar ily interest architects. The authors do, however, 
helpfully pinpoint what kinds of rugs, curtains, cush- 
ions, and tablecloths would have appeared in each room 
of an Arts & Crafts interior. Also, in general, there’s a 
wealth of ideas here for abstracted-floral and moody- 
landscape motifs — inspiring for Arts & Crafts Revival 
features in any material, not just stitched linens.

The book 
surveys the Greene brothers’ lives and works from their 
childhood in a dingy St. Louis rowhouse, 
earliest experiments in Queen Anne, to their overdue, 
late-in-life recognition from the AIA.

The David B. Gamble house in ondina built for a meus soap- 
fortune heir, cost the princely sum of $55,000 to construct in 
1908-10 dus to tbe Greene brothers’ perfectionist standards, 
Open to the public since 1966, it bas changed little since the Gam- 
bles’ day. In the entry ball, a mabopany picture frame hangs from 


brass- anchored leather straps, so that no nails spoil the woodwork. 


In 1907, the Greene brothers added a curvaceously detailed wing 
to the tamer bulk of their 1902 house for James Culbertson. The 
flowing lines on these wall lanterns echo pane shapes on the addi- 
tion’s windows. 


Makinson scrutinizes classic Greeneian details like 
splayed rafter tips and biomorphic woodwork inlays, 
while also allotting plenty of space to such uncharac- 
teristic features as a gargoyle-headed bracket and a 
concrete openwork porch made from pneumatically 
applied gunite. The text throughout is lively with tales 
of prolonged construction; both brothers were known 
for asking workers to redo any walls and reweave any 
carpets that displeased the exacting Greene eyes. ®

castle-like facade was the use of turreted 
stair towers and oriel bays that con- 
tained the turns of a staircase. 


Tudor Exteriors 


Tudor Revival exteriors were sided with 
several materials, each of which defined 
a story. While the trademark half-tim- 
bering was reserved for the upper gables 
and second floor, the first story was 
masonry (stone or brick). The brick was 
laid in a variety of patterns besides the 
standard bond and could be far more 
ornamental, utilizing herringbone or 
other various bond patterns that em- 
ployed contrasting colors of brick. 
When brick was used as an infill be- 
tween the beams, in lieu of stucco, it was 
known as “nogging.” As the style 
evolved through the middle of the cen- 
tury, wood was also used for the ground- 
floor siding, usually in the form of 
rough-sawn planking with highly ir- 
regular edges, which contributed to the 
rustic effect of ancient weatherboards. 
Another treatment was to stucco the 
home entirely, save for the trim and 
some gable ornamentation. As the cen- 
tury progressed, Tudor was adapted to 
other housing styles, such as the Dutch 
Colonial and the ranch, with varying 
amounts of success. 

The colors of Tudor are fairly stand- 
ardized. In England, during the Victo- 
rian era, the timbers of the original 
I6th-century buildings were stained 
black or very dark brown with stark- 
white stucco. In the first American re- 
vivals, the framing was usually a 
medium-dark brown that emulated 
wood, but forest green or dark russet 
were also popular choices. During the 
Stockbroker era, dark brown became the 
norm, with very few exceptions. Inter- 
estingly enough, one occasionally finds 
silvery-gray trim in imitation of the un- 
painted weathered oak framing still 
found in England on original Tudors 
that haven’t been updated. 

Although the English prefer a pure- 
white stucco, Americans have always 
chosen off-whites that range from ecru 
to soft-ochre yellow. So entrenched is 
the pale-yellow-and-brown combina- 
tion, that seeing these colors alone on a 
house instills thoughts of Tudor in the 
beholder. Stony gray, the natural color 
of stucco was also chosen, especially 1 in 
the early 20th- -century houses in order 
to re-create an impression of solid ma- 
sonry. 

To accentuate its "ancient" feel, ma- 
sonry was adorned with exposed rubble 
in the middle of a stucco course or with random odd 
bricks protruding from a chimney or foundation. This 
use of some exposed stone with stucco was also a 
favorite around entry doors. 


Roofing and Detailing 


As the roofs of Tudors were steeply pitched and many 
gabled, their appearance was an aesthetically important 
part of the building's facade. The preferred roofing 
material was slate, in keeping with the English models 
and the theme of masonry and stucco on the walls. Slate 
also reinforced the impenetrable, castle-like feel of the 
structure. A notable exception was the use of steam- 
bent wooden shakes that were used to emulate thatched 
roofs, few of which survived replacement with asphalt. 

Unlike late-19th century houses, Tudors of this 
period had an abundance of exterior metalwork. Fit- 
tings were frequently iron, as opposed to the earlier 
brass or bronze and front doors were hung with ex- 
posed, studded strap hinges and held fast by prominent 
handles and escutcheons. Wrought iron supplanted the 
frillier cast iron of earlier decades. Copper was also 
found in areas where rainwater was to be transported 
away from the house. Highly ornamented receivers, 
downspouts, and gutters were prominently placed 
throughout the facade, whereas in the I9th century,

water-removal systems blended into the facade so as to 
not attract attention. 

The fenestration of Stockbroker Tudors continued 
their insular impression; windows were small, and usu- 
ally deeply set. They often had a thick, rough-hewn 
wooden lintel instead of arched brick or stone. The 
impression was that the occupants could look out 
without being seen. Electric lighting had also been 
greatly improved and was the reliable interior lighting 


of choice, negating the need for a large amount of 


natural light. While many houses were still built with 
wood windows, steel casement windows were at least 
as popular. Wood or metal, sash was often glazed with 
a diamond pattern that contributed to the historic feel. 
The exception was the attached conservatory or sun- 
room — often heated though still chilly in winter — 
which displayed a large amount of glass. 


Tudor Interiors 


Architecturally, Tudor interiors of this period had 
much in common with Mediterranean and late-Arts & 
Crafts finishes. On the ground floor, darkly stained 
woodwork was the rule, with paneling in the formal 
areas (e.g., dining rooms and libraries). Upstairs, wood- 
work was painted, not only as a matter of economy, but 
to lighten the rooms. Wall finishes could be stucco, or 
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finished smooth for wallpaper. Mantles were large, 
sometimes hooded, and medieval in feel. Gothic 
touches abounded, often in door frames, mantles, and 
the corbelling for beam-work in the ceiling. 

The Tudor influence continued. on through the 
1970s in American architecture. If you look carefully, 
you'll see the long, sloping, front-facing gable with a 
smaller vestibule gable applied to the facade of many a 
ranch house. Wide tongue-and-groove or board- and- 
batten applied vertically above the horizontal siding 
suggests vestigial half timbering, and rough planking is 
the preferred siding material. Diamond-paned muntins 
grace many a bay window, and exposed multi-toned 
brick or stone chimneys still stand proudly out front. 
Tudor has stayed with us, for no matter how small a 
tract house it is, a man's home is still his castle. 

Today, in certain parts of the country, you'll see 
Tudor touches on McMansions, although it seems that 
there is even less regard for historical authenticity. The 
half-timbering looks like matchsticks on these hulking 
dwellings, and its placement is even more nonsensical. 
But then again, we still use Tudor elements on drug- 
stores, hotels, and steakhouses, all in an attempt to 
create a semblance of history where indeed there was 
none.

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Raising a Barn From the Dead 


A client gives his perspective on an extensive barn-restoration project.

or hundreds of years American settlers built 
impressive timber-frame barns that not only 
housed farm animals and winter feed but also 
were the focal point of daily life. The antique timber- 
frame barns that remain today are precious, but their 
use is changing because farmers no longer store hay in 
the traditional way, and the number of small farms has 
greatly diminished. Currently, there is an especially 
healthy market for obtaining antique barns for reloca- 
tion and repair. This can be a great investment as the 
supply of old barns diminishes and these tangible 
connections to the past become even more coveted. 
The project my wife and I undertook at our home 
in Grafton, Mass., involved the restoration of a c.1800 
English side-hill barn. An experienced barn-restoration 
expert led the project, and I was actively involved as the 
client. During the process, I learned about restoring a 
barn, the benefits of working with a specialist, and 
many other issues that would be valuable to others 
involved in this type of work. 


The Restoration Process 


The thought of restoring our barn was daunting. 
Shortly before my wife and I purchased the property, a 
large section had either collapsed or was torn down. 
When we eventually moved in, it was obvious the 
remaining section of the barn needed immediate atten- 
tion or it was going to fall down, as well. 

The barn’s condition was precarious: The basement 
posts were leaning in the same direction — away from 
the stone foundation built into the hill. But, amidst the 
dangerous floorboards, shoddy repairs, rotted posts, 
and piles of manure, were the remnants of extraordinary 
craftsmanship from long ago in the form of hand-hewn 
oak timbers, precision joinery, and traditional design. 

It was obvious the repairs had to be done right. 
Initially, I researched aspects of barn restoration and 
builders in the area. My search included antique home 
magazines, the Internet, and word-of-mouth. Of the 
three builders I considered, all had different approaches 
to estimates, and each had significant differences in 
their assessments. One tried to charge $1,000 for an 
elaborate report with a full-day on-site analysis, another 
did about a half day on-site and gave a detailed proposal 
costing three hundred dollars, and the last examined the 
barn thoroughly and then discussed ballpark figures for 
the various phases of the project. He also had a con- 
vincing scrapbook of job photos and newspaper arti- 
cles. 


I went with the last, Tim Murphy and Colonial Barn 
Restoration, because he seemed especially trustworthy 
and flexible. He explained the difficulty of putting an 
exact price on the project because so much gets revealed 
once the main parts of the barn are fully exposed. We 
therefore broke the project into stages with general 
estimates for each and an understanding that we would 
further address complex issues as they arose. 

We agreed to focus on the initial phase: 
barn." Tim dove right in and led an aggressive push to 
get the substructure sound again. It started with a 
massive cleaning. The stalls were a mess, failed repairs 
were everywhere, and several sections needed demoli- 
tion. 

Once we got the debris out and cleaned the base- 
ment, we began removing floorboards and siding to 
loosen the frame back into position. We redressed most

of the lean by attaching several come-alongs diagonally 
in the basement. After a week of cranking the winches 
and jacking diagonally into posts, most of the lean was 
removed and the major substructure issues were ready 
to be addressed. 

The hand-hewn oak girders and floor joists were 
repaired or replaced as necessary. We cleaned the origi- 
nal barn siding for the first layer of flooring to create a 
beautiful contrast from below with the old barn board 


The new ceiling and roof on the farmers’ porch created a beautiful transition to the barn. The whitewash dulled the changeover, and copper 
onion lights were added. All cables to the barn were hidden in the ceiling. New posts were added, and they straightened out the sagging roof. 
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The third-story loft was originally used to help maneuver a crane 
and unload haystacks. The beam in front has mortises from the 
non-original second-story loft and was the only timber to have 
been through a mill. This helped with dating the barn because there 
was a distinct period when only short 8x8's could be cut by 
water-powered sawmills. 


and new floor joists. After Tim and I did the substruc- 
tural repairs, more workers were brought in for the 
remaining flooring, structural work, window framing, 
doors, and siding. We also worked on the main house, 
redoing the ceiling and roof on the farmers’ porch, as 


well as s 7096 of the sills. 


Engaging the Client 

The most rewarding aspect of the project for me was 
to be involved. All clients appreciate being part of the 
process on at least some level. I was able to quickly learn 
basic chiseling, which allowed me to work closely with 
Tim on most aspects of the project. Tim and his crew 
often have customers that cannot be on-site. He keeps 
these clients involved with regular e-mail updates and 
picture attachments of the specific things they are 
working on. This type of interaction is hugely appreci- 
ated and provides great value for most people. 

It was crucial to have a barn specialist lead the 
project. This resulted in noticeable efficiencies 
throughout the process, and the experience was reassur- 
ing at difficult times. Moreover, Tim also had explana- 
tions for why something was most likely done 
originally. This knowledge was invaluable in making 
decisions, and it seemed like we were restoring the barn 
as the original craftsman would have intended. For 
example: 

* The whitewash in the chicken coop was originally 
used to help increase light and thwart bacteria. After 
brushing the remaining whitewash on the loft ceiling 
and joists, this left a beautiful look that will continue 
to relate the history of the barn well into the future. 

* Several windows appeared to have been added to the 
original barn, which would have been consistent with a 
trend at the turn of the century to let more light in and 
increase ventilation. While we wanted the same thing, 
our motivation was more for comfort rather than elimi- 
nating bacteria. 

* English side-hill barns were built into hill banks so 
that homesteaders could drive wagons into both levels 
while using the lower level for frost-free manure stor- 
age. Because it is no longer a working barn, we designed 
the main floor as an open area while the bottom 
essentially became a garage. While we did not retain 
much of the essence of the original design, it nonethe- 
less seems important to understand why it was built this 


way in the first place. 

* The second- and third- story lofts were originally used 
to move and store hay stacks. These remain intact and 
provide an ideal area for game tables, exercise machines, 
or play areas for children. 

* The original hay hook is an amazing artifact and 
epitomizes the grandeur of an old barn. The fork is 
connected to a pulley running along an iron track 
beneath the ridge of the barn and could lift large loads 
of loose hay by horsepower. After tinkering with it, 
Tim got the crane fully functional again and it has 
become one the most talked-about aspects of the barn. 
* There was evidence that the original design had 
pocket doors, but track doors that hung on the outside 
of the barn were added later. We therefore built new 
doors to fit into the old slots, and thus restored this 
original aspect of the barn.

These elaborate scarf joints 
require skill, but effectively repair main structural pieces with- 
out complete replacement. 


Learning about these attributes inherent in the de- 
sign made the process fun and educational. More im- 
portant, restoring with this type of appreciation seemed 
essential in assuring that the new repairs blended beau- 
tfully with the original work. 

Throughout the process, I found that the more 
information provided the better. This included general 
information on barns, as well as aspects specific to the 
choices we made. For example, we considered what type 
of siding to use and looked at Tim's photos of cedar 
shingle, board-and-batten, and shiplap before finaliz- 
ing our decision. Having visual examples for other 
choices, such as windows, doors, stalls, lighting, and 
cupolas, helps ensure clients have the best information 
possible for making these types of decisions. A well- 
done website is another great way to deliver this. 


Lessons Learned 


There are a few general things that should be considered 
to help ensure the best chance of success. 

Segment the Project. Clients appreciate getting de- 
tailed reports with specific information on progress and 
finances. Clear estimates should be made on cost and 
length of time for each stage. This assures things are on 
track for each phase of the project and allows re-evalu- 
ation along the way. Surprises to the client are miti- 
gated, and financial issues get nipped in the bud. 

The Builder Knows Best. With his experience, Tim 
had the vision to understand how something would 
look before we did anything, whereas I was essentially 
guessing. Tim's choices made a huge difference to the 
final result. For example, he suggested adding windows 
for extra light and ventilation and removing a non- 
original hayloft to open the barn more. He never 
wavered in his conviction that these changes would 
enhance the barn, and we were fortunate to have this 
advice. 

Invest in Barns. The cost of a replacement barn of 
similar dimensions using new wood would be at least 
$100,000, and we spent a little less than a quarter of 
that. To re-build a comparable antique barn would cost 
significantly more.

barn essentially had no value because the cost of re- 
moval equaled the value of the old lumber. Bear in 
mind, however, that Tim mentioned this was one of the 
more attractive investment opportunities he had en- 
countered. Nonetheless, it gives a great example of how 
much more a property is worth if it has a barn. 

Start with a Barn Specialist. The best way to start 
this type of project is by talking with a barn expert. 
They understand all facets of the job and can save 
money — especially if they are involved early. A barn 
specialist can often fill the role of architect and engi- 
neer, which was certainly the case for our project. Most 
of these builders will serve as consultants or general 
contractors, as well. 

Finding the Right Match. Matching great builders 
with attractive projects requires a professional market- 
ing approach. Barn restoration is such a niche industry 
that finding the best crew for a particular job can be 
very hard. For example, if I had to find all the barn 
experts in New England, I wouldn’t know where to 
start. It’s not like finding a general contractor or even 
a construction specialist. There simply are not many of 
them around, and most are not aggressive with market- 
ing. An impressive website, an integrated marketing 
strategy, and an effective advertising budget can go a 
long way to help builders secure attractive deals and 
higher rates. Colonial Barn Restoration just launched a 
new website that exudes the same "feel" they instill in 
their work. (See also the Buying Guide on pp. 54-56 
of this issue.) It's professional, easy to use, and visually 
stimulating. In addition, all of their marketing materials 
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contain a consistent 
theme and the com- 
pany is focused on 
nurturing long-term 
relationships with 
their customers. Do- 
ing so successfully 
turns these same cli- 
ents into a great 
"word-of-mouth" 
sales force that may re- 
turn for additional 
work in the future. 
Trust and Experi- 
ence Takes Care of 
Price.

much higher degree of confidence that your best inter- 
est is alw 'ays paramount. 

Speak with Multiple Experts. I suspect that few 
people actually speak with multiple specialists for this 
type of project because they are hard to find and even 
There can be a 
significant difference, however, between what two 
qualified builders will charge to restore a particular 
structure. 

Plan Ahead. Once the right builder is found, it is 
essential to schedule the project well in advance because 
most have a long waiting list. It's not uncommon for 
barn builders to be scheduling projects well beyond a 
year in advance.

A New Beginning 

A new future began with this restoration. We hope to 
eventually make the barn as valuable to our lifestyle as 
it must have been for the original homesteaders that 
settled here in. 1797. Instead of animals and feed 
storage, the barn now provides an ideal place for a 
workshop, an office, entertainment, relaxation, and 
exercise. 

I think it's almost inevitable that someone will even- 
tually winterize the barn and make it livable. Whatever 
the future may bring, it is incredibly rewarding to have 
had the privilege to restore an antique barn. In most 
respects the barn is now as solid as it was two hundred 
years ago, and hopefully it will last another two hun- 
dred years.

f you're looking for a pretty coffee-table book on 

picturesque horse barns, this isn’t it. But if you've 

been commissioned to build or remodel a barn, 
this book will be an invaluable guide. It's a complete 
nuts-and-bolts resource that provides everything you 
need to know about housing horses. 

“T wrote this book to horse owners, but for horses,” 
Richard Klimesh says in the introduction to the latest 
book by this husband-and-wife team. That sets the 
tone for the book, which offers detailed guidance on 
how to plan, build, and remodel a barn or shed that will 
bea happy, healthy place for horses. Noted equestrian 
authors Klimesh and Hill bring a rich background to 
this project. Klimesh studied architectural design at 
lowa State University, is an accomplished carpenter, 
and has built and remodeled barns around the country. 
Hill is an award-winning author of 24 books on horse 
training and care, and has over 30 years experience in 
raising and training horses. 


While architectural styles for human housing are 
constantly changing, the styles for horse housing have 
remained fairly stable over the years. The chapter entitled 

“Layout and Features,” for example, notes that “Most 
barns are rectangular and single-story, but L- or U- 
shaped layouts, some with a second floor, are not 
uncommon and may serve your purpose better.” It also 
lists and illustrates the different roof types (shed, gable, 
offset gable, monitor or RCA {raised center aisle}, and 
gambrel). Layouts range from the simplest loafing shed 
to a mare motel, and include the shed row, back-to- 
back, center-aisle, trainer, breezeway, and RCA layouts. 

The book is replete with color photographs, showing 
not only the different styles of barns, but also interiors 
and construction details. Floor plans provide specific 
measurements and details, and various line drawi ings 
clearly illustrate the authors’ points. For example, 
chapter seven, ‘Sample Plans,” provides 16 different 
floor plans and accompanying line drawings, illustrating 
16 different barns. 

Divided into three logical sections: “Planning,” 
“Design,” and “Buil ding,’ the book covers all of these 
areas thoroughly. Also included are three comprehensive 
appendices: “Helpful Building Terms,” “Recommended 
Reading,” and “Resource Guide.” 
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‘Built by Ricard Klimesh, this log m incorporates a esa run-in 
area, lots of windows for ventilation, a Dutch door, and a large barn 
door. Said to be the most barn- friendly material, lumber siding has 
considerable visual appeal, but requires periodic application of paint 


or sealer to protect it from moisture and sunlight. 


Horse Housing covers everything from possible county 
restrictions on where you can build a horse barn, 
through the planning and building stages. Details such 
as stall size, ceiling heights, floor- matting, windows 
and ventilation, electricity and plumbing, tack rooms, 
grooming areas, hay storage, types of siding, and barn 
doors are discussed and clearly illustrated. 

The third section, “Building,” is a detailed “how-to” 
that covers new construction and renovation. This section 
concludes with chapter entitled, "Putting It All 
Together" Here Hill takes the reader on a tour of her 
own 52-x33-ft. barn in the Rocky Mountains, where she 
typically keeps between six and eight horses. Built 
primarily by Klimesh, it incorporates four stalls, a 
number of pens, a tack room, a porch, and a center aisle 
large enough for a pickup truck or a tractor. It’s defi initely 
a happy place for horses, and also for their owners. ®

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Restoring Historic Log Cabins 


With the continued popularity of relocated or restored historic log cabins, it’s likely that 


many contractors will be asked to work with these symbols of the pioneer age. It’s easy to get 


in over your head in a hurry, but this seasoned restoration contractor will help keep you afloat.

xcept in rare examples of fine craftsmanship, 

most cabins were meant as temporary shelter, to 

be replaced soon with brick or frame houses. So 
walls were not plumb, square, or otherwise “sensibly” 
built. And, of course, not all the old builders were good 
carpenters (just as today). Often the cabin was, in fact, 
kept — only to be covered inside and out. 

So, now the new owners want you to uncover the 
logs, repair the bad ones, level the house and make it 
energy-efficient. How hard could that be, you ask 
yourself, given modern technology and your experience 
as a builder or remodeler? Oh, and they expect it to be 
done cheaply. After all, it’s only a log cabin. 

The first thing you must do is explain to the owners 
that restoring a log cabin properly is almost always 
more expensive than building a new house. Explain to 
them that every aspect of the job involves demanding, 
high-level, labor-intensive craftsmanship. For you to 
transform this decaying specimen into something out 
of the pages of the better magazines (because that’s 
what they really want) will require de dication, patience, 
and deep pockets. 


Gaining Confidence 
If they're still on board after this lecture, then you'll 
need to get serious yourself about what to expect and

how to go about it. Most contractors make the mistake 
of thinking this is all just common-sense stuff: Some 
backwoodsman with an axe built this; I can fix it fast 
and cheap. In fact, you will learn how to do this work 
on the first four or five you do, if you're lucky, and 
you'll likely learn on your clients’ money, unless you 
have some direction. Ge tting the owners to pay for your 
education is perhaps the best way I know to blow your

Again, where do you 
find one, and how do you know he's experienced? 6a.

We get lots of calls from owners all across the 
country who are convinced that no local craftsmen can 
do their jobs. Sometimes that's true, but more often, in 
this age of informed and discriminating old-house 
aficionados, they simply want it done right. So, you'll 
need to know what you're doing to compete. That will 
require one or more of the above-suggested routes. 

Chinking 

Poor chinking (the filling between the logs) is the 
number one cause of rotten logs, sagging corners, punky 
wood that invites powder-post beetle damage. It's the 
reason people stopped building real log cabins. It's only 
the most vital aspect of the work, but builders did, and 
do, treat it as an afterthought. For some vague reason, 
nobody ever figured out that the chinking cannot be 

allowed to extend out onto the faces of the logs. Logs 
swell in wet weather, and that pushes the (usually 
mortar) chinking out. Then, when the logs shrink again, 
rainwater running down the log faces goes right into 
the cracks — nourishing mold, rot, and disgusting 
wildlife. You see, in most places, wind does blow, so 
the rain comes in under the eaves, and into the logwork. 
You can't let this happen; we re-chink other contrac- 
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tors' work regularly. 

The solution is sim- 
ple: tuck the chinking 
under the log above, an 
inch or so. (If the logs are 
round, you have permis- 
sion to curse them, be- 
cause round surfaces 
allow the water to cling 
and work its way inside 
no matter what.) Then 
cut a notch the length of 
the log at the bottom, for

Or some other fool will have poured a concrete porch 
or addition floor against the wood and the resultant 
trapped moisture has destroyed it. And of course, all 
this has given the termites an interstate highway into 
the rest of the 

The bottom line is, you'll have to support the weight 
of the cabin, maybe even lift it, to get out the bad log 
and get the good one in. If it’s a sill, the floor joists, 
usually notched into it, are probably trash, too. Be sure 
to flash between any wood and masonry. We like

We often position one 20- 
ton hydraulic jack outside the 
wall, to lift it from above the 
bad log, and another inside, in 
the log space — with a length 
of channel iron between.

Ibis cabin was moved 
on site within the past 
ten years. The improper 
chinking created a chan- 
nel for rainwater to 
run into, instead of off, 
the logs. The poor chink 
ing is thereby responsi- 
ble for the ruination of 
this cabin by rotting the 
logs. Repair is feasible 
but, depending on bow 
the cabin will be used, 
the owner may not 
want to bear the high 
labor costs of restora- 
tion. All chinking will 


have to be removed, fol-

lowed by the removal of the rot. If there's more rot than health, the log will have to be replaced, 
in whole or part. The wiring must be installed properly in an interior /exterior sandwich, and 
then the space should be insulated. Mortar must be applied properly to the wire. After the mor- 
tar is cured, sealant can be brushed on and the edges caulked. 


= " 


Re-chinking usually requires extensive removal of tbe old cbink- 
ing, repair and /or removal of rotted pieces or entire logs, and lots 
of cleanup. McRaven recommends using a wire-mesh sandwich 
with fiberglass insulation as the stuffing. The mesh is tucked un- 
der the top log and to the edge of the bottom log, nailed, and mor- 
tared. The angle of the mortared chinking sheds water and protects 


the logs. At left is proper angling. 
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use cribbing or concrete blocks, building up below the 
floor inside the cabin to take the weight. 

For higher logs, such as those destroyed by bad or 
no flashing where a porch or addition roof joined, we 
use Jack posts. Sometimes we lag-bolt a piece of 4x4-in. 
— or larger — angle-iron into the face of the log we're 
lifting, to jack against. The object is usually to support 
the weight more than to lift it. Intact chinking and other 
sound logs have often kept the wall from actually 


sagging, 


Sagging 
If the cabin is sagging all the way to the roof, you'll have 
to bring it back up. Remember, it took years for this to 
happen, so it shouldn't go back up all at once. In most 
cases the chinking will need replacing, so knock it out 


to make log movement easier, position the jacking 
devices, and lift, no more than 1 /4 in. in the morning 
and another at the end of the day. This will let the stiff, 


old lo gs flex, and gob back home more cheerfully 


. If you 
do it in a hurry, you'll either break something, Or raise 
it all up with the bends and w arps intact, and that'll 
cause more problems. 


Replacing rotted logs or log sections is a big deal. n requires 
removal of the chinking and the rotted wood itself. In this case, 
McRaven used a jack to raise the house enough to lift the log or 
section out and put in the age-appropriate new wood. 


On " same ises the builder also nme to “retrofit” a stone 
foundation against the bottom log. Instead of the logs and sills sit- 
ting on top of the stone foundation, the stonework sits outside the 
logs and has trapped water between the logs and stone, which is 
causing additional rot. 


Chinking is arguably the single-most important element that can 
make the difference in a successful or disastrous log-bouse restora- 
tion. Lhis house was chinked with a synthetic product smeared 
only 1 /4-in. thick over styrofoam insulation. These products will 
deteriorate under UV exposure; here, it’s peeled off like a band- 
aid and allowed rainwater to penetrate between the logs, causing 
extensive rot. The house needs to be completely re-chinked.

You may find you must wedge or shim the new log 
notch.

Patching Logs 
It’s often possible to replace only part of a log, and the 
National Register of Historic Places advises this: Keep 
all the old wood you can. The art of patching comes 
into play here. 

First, don’t even consider filling the hole with mor- 
tar; you'll cause rot around it like rust ona Bondo-filled 
car fender. We take out all decayed wood. Soft wood, 
even W. the en bathe? in fungicide ( we fav ora borax- based 
product), holds ambient moisture and transmits it to 
adjoining wood (that’s dry rot.) ) We square up areas to 
be patched, using a circular saw or sharp chisel. U d 
a chainsaw cut is too ragged for a tight fit. Again, we 
use matching wood (even grain, if possible) and coat 
the edges of the patch with clear silicone caulk. Tinted 
caulks don't work because the wood changes color. We 

use galvanized finish nails to secure the patches. 
Where we join a log » section, we half- lap I2 in., using 
a d a to minimize the visible repair. We leave 
the repair log 1/4 in. long or more, so we can cut a kerf 
through the joint for an exact fit. We countersink lag 
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bolts, then plug, to look like pegs, if anyone looks that 
close (the owner will). We peg ugly electric-wire holes 
in overhead joists, too. 


Hiding Mechanicals 


Other major peculiari ities of log cabins you'll encounter 
are plait wiring, and HVAC. With no hollow 
walls, it's often possible to locate much of the plumbing 
and HVAC in stick-built additions. Where this is 
impossible, we use chases, often of recycled board 
paneling, that can double as built-in cabinets or closets. 
A good practice for plumbing is to use cast iron for the 
main drain from an upstairs bathroom. Even in an 
insulated chase, PVC sounds like Niagara Falls with 
every upstairs flush. 

HVAC vents and returns can be via grilles in floors 
and frame walls. We always work closely with the 
subcontractor and the owner to keep these intrusions 
as invisible as possible. 

Electric wiring is easily set into log spaces before 
inside chinking is done, but there are always problems 
at corners, where you must go up half a log. A creative 
electrician with flexible wood drill bits helps alot. We 
usually set the outlet boxes into log mortises because 
they look much better than in the chinking, where they 
never seem to be recessed the right amount. To mini- 
mize drilling we run verticals in grooved or beveled log 
ends at doorw ays 

There is, of course, sbgpelindly more to log-cabin 
repair and restoration. In the 56 years since my first 
one, I've been repeatedly surprised, amused, and/or 
offended by new discoveries. The best advice is to take 
time to do it right, get help when you need it, and keep 
the owners informed as you proceed. (Let them share 
your frustrations.) That way, they ll know where their 
money went. ©

Choosing and Working 


With a 


ustom Cabinetmaker 


Most home-owners consider the kitchen the heart of the house. Here, two custom cabinetmakers 


explain how to sell custom cabinetry to your clients — and make them glad you did.

wenty-fi ve years ago our father, Norm Stowell, 

began a small company building custom cabi- 

netry in INew Hampshire. Dad, who was a 
junior-high teacher and principal, got his start as many 
cabinetmakers do: working weekends, evenings, and 
during vacations, in his small shop in the garage. 

As a custom cabinetmaker, he could offer people 
something that no stock cabinet company could: kitch- 
ens, bathrooms, or other spaces that were truly their 
own. (Today, our shop ships direct all over the United 
States and employs over 90 people, including four of 
his seven children. You could say that cabinetry is in 
our blood.) 


Why Custom? 
Over the last 50 years, the kitchen has grown in impor- 
tance from a bare-bones utility area to the most impor- 
tant room in the house. People live, eat, socialize, and 
entertain in their kitchens. Clients now want a kitchen 
to be the centerpiece of their houses. Furthermore, they 
want the room to reflect the unique personality of their 
Yomes and themselves. Custom cabinetry fills that need. 


Choosing a cabinetmaker wisely can lead to count- 
less referrals for future business. A bad choice can result 
in endless frustration. Take the time to compare; it is 
an investment worth making. 


Ten Things to Ask When 


Choosing a Custom Cabinetmaker 
It will be you, the building or design professional, who 
receives the first phone call if something goes wrong, 
so It Is particularly important that you and your client 
choose a cabinetmaker who can do the job as expected, 
deliver on time, stay within the budget, and resolve any 
problems that might arise. 

In making this decision, there are 10 important 
questions to ask: 

I. What will the lead time be for this project? It 
is important to remember that lead time is longer for 
custom cabinetry, often in the range of 15-20 weeks. 
For that reason, it is wise to begin your search for a 
cabinetmaker as early in the planning process as possi- 
ble. It is also critical that the cabinetmaker be able to 
accurately predict his or her lead time, since counter- 
tops, flooring, tile work, and other details may be 


contingent on the cabinetry being installed. We 
strongly recommend asking about the cabinetmaker's 
record for on-time delivery when checking references. 

2. What type of construction will be used? Many 
people equate the term "custom" with "quality," but 
not all custom cabinetry is the same. Quality depends 
on the experience of the cabinetmaker and the capabili- 
ties of his or her equipment. Will face frames, doors, 
and drawer fronts be solid wood? Will the box be all 
cabinet-grade plywood, or contain particleboard? Will 
drawers be dovetailed and front frames use mortise- 
and-tenon joinery? Will the finish be oven-cured or 
air-dried? Since both materials and construction meth- 
ods are integral to the look and durability of the 
finished cabinetry, always have these specified in a 
written quote. 

3. Is design service available, and is there an addi- 
tional cost? People buying custom cabinetry range from 
having complete designs to needing total design assis- 
tance. (We, for example, offer design as part of our 
service, but some cabinetmakers charge for it.) In other 
cases, you may need to seek outside design help. Deter-

mining what level of design is required — and whether 
there will be an associated cost — is important. Also, 


consider the designer's experience. Certifications, such 
as CKD, are probably not as important as the designer 
having a strong knowledge of the cabinetry line or style 
that you and your client want. 

4. What sanding techniques will be used? Today, 
there are many wonderful tools that make the job of a 
cabinetmaker easier. But top-quality cabinetry still re-

quires some good, old-fashioned elbow grease. Since 
sanding affects the way in which wood absorbs stain 
and other finishes, initial passes with a machine sander 
should be followed by hand sanding to a glass-smooth 
finish. Also, sanding requirements vary by wood spe- 
cies, so ask the cabinetmaker about his or her experience 
with the wood you are specifying. 

5. What type of finishes will be used, and how will 
they be applied and cured? Finishes can make or break 
a kitchen project. They are often what the homeowners 
rave (or complain) about to other potential customers 
once they begin to use their new kitchen. Ask about the 
type and durability of all finishes, as well as the method 
of application and curing, and be sure to have them 
specified in the quote. 

Generally speaking, you should look for hand-ap- 
plied stains. Oven-baked top coats (as opposed to 
air-dried) will offer superior durability and stain resis- 
tance, and should be applied over both stains and 
paints. 

For a truly beautiful paint finish, distinct cabinetry 
pieces should be painted before assembly. This allevi- 
ates unsightly bridging and color gaps as the wood 
expands and contracts. 

If an unusual finish, such as milk paint, is requested, 
be sure that the cabinetmaker has experience with the 
product. Such finishes can be difficult to work with, 
and should be left to an expert. 

6. What is the cabinetmaker's experience with 
specified period styles and wood species? These ques- 
tions become particularly important if you have speci- 
fied an unusual wood or style, or if your goal is historic 
accuracy. 

7. What is the price range for the style specified, 
and what is included in the cost? In examining prices, 
compare apples to apples. Is hardware included? What 
about design? Do certain finishes cost more? Ask about 
any hidden or additional charges. 

8. Can you obtain a sample, and will it represent 
the finished product? Homeowners may want to “live 
with” a sample before making a final decision. Ask for 
an accurate sample that includes hinges, hardware, and 
the door and drawer styles in the wood and finish that 
they've chosen. 

9. Are references available? If you haven't worked 
with the cabinetmaker before, ask for references. If 
possible, talk to both homeowners and building or 
design professionals who have worked with the indi- 
vidual or company making your cabinetry. Ask about 
communication, quality, ease of installation, and cus- 
tomer service, including how problems are handled. 

10. How will the cabinetmaker ensure a smooth 
project from start to finish? How will measurements 
be accurately communicated? How will he or she com- 
municate any special installation requirements? How 
will any problems be resolved? Total availability is 
critical — during the design phase, as the cabinetry is 
being built, and during or after installation. 


Five Tips to Avoid Frustrating, 
Costly Mistakes — and 
Keep Your Client Happy 


Let's face it. You don't have a lot of extra time to deal 
with problems, either from your customers or the 
cabinetmaker. And while any project can throw the 
occasional curveball, cabinetry affects far too many 
other aspects of a build or remodel. Getting it wrong 
can be disastrous. At the same time, if things go as well 
as they should, you stay on schedule and the homeown- 
ers become a referral source for years to come. 

In the 25 years we've been designing and building 
custom cabinetry, we've learned a few things that can 
make the process go smoothly from start to finish. 


I. Educate the Homeowner 
Ever hear the ad slogan, "An Educated Consumer is 
Our Best Customer”? That goes double for custom 
cabinetry. Before you even begin the selection process, 
here are a few things you should make sure your 
homeowners really understand: 

* The differences between custom, semi-custom, 
and stock cabinetry. 

* Lead time: why custom takes longer. While all 
homeowners want their new kitchens right away, most 
are willing to wait for top quality. 

* The importance of quality. Your customers 
should understand what they're buying, so don't dumb 
it down. Explain the pros and cons of all-wood con- 
struction vs. particleboard, the importance of sanding, 
finishes, and joinery. Share this article, or other infor- 
mative literature, with them. The more they under- 
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Cabinetry pieces should be individually painted prior to assembly 
to alleviate paint bridging and color gaps when the wood expands 
and contracts. 


stand, the less they'll complain to you about the cost. 

* What the right kitchen can do for a home. For 
most people, the kitchen serves as the hub of activity 
and is the most functional, used room. For many, it is 
also the centerpiece, a place for gourmet cooking and 
casual entertaining. We know that kitchens and baths 
are what sell houses. Selecting features that are beauti- 
ful, practical, and durable is a benefit that lasts through- 
out the life of the house. 

* How to choose the style that fits the home. With 
custom, just about anything is possible. Talk to the 
client about period vs. modern styles, wood options, 
finishes, and special features. Historic or older homes 
can be equipped with cabinetry that maintains an 
authentic look, while offering modern conveniences, 
such as hidden mixer stands or appliance garages. 

* The process, from design to installation. Tell 
them what to expect and how they can or should be 
involved. 


2. Budget the Cabinetry Up Front 
Recommend a realistic budget at the start of the project, 
not once the house is built or the remodel underway. 
Your cabinetry budget should allow you to comple- 
ment the quality of the home. Avoid the appearance of 
“adding on” costs after the fact; it only leads to angry 
homeowners. 

Make sure that the homeowners are clear on their 
price range. Discuss whether they are willing to go 
higher (and by how much), if the perfect cabinetry 
exceeds their budget. Create a separate budget for 
cabinetry only (not appliances, not countertops). Add- 
ons like hardware can add up fast, so be sure you know 
what is included and what isn’t. 


3. Create a Wish List of Features 


This is especially important if the homeowners don’t 
havea design in mind ahead of time. Most people know 
what they really want in their new kitchen, but many 
lack the ability to describe it. Someone — you, the 
cabinetmaker, or another designer — needs to help the 
client express what he or she wants. This list can then 
be developed into a design that your client will love. 

Most people who order custom cabinetry are on 
their second or third kitchen. Ask the following ques- 
tions: 

* What have they had before and loved? 

* What have they had before and hated? 

* What have they seen at friends' houses and liked 
(or not)? 

Look at the pile of magazine clippings that they've 
collected over the years. If the cabinetmaker will be 
assisting with design, send color copies of the clippings 
to him or her. Get the homeowner to pinpoint what it 
is they like and dislike in each picture: 

* Wood species? 

* The shape of the door? 

* Appliances? 

* [he island? 

* Door hardware? 

* Color palette? 

* Unique features of the cabinetry? 
* Layout? 

By combining the homeowners’ wish list and budget, 
you and the cabinetmaker can present a design that the 
customer likes and can afford — the first time. The last 


thing you want to do is present design after design, or 
frustrate your customers with beautiful kitchens they 


cannot afford. 


4, Determine When You Need Your Cabinetry 


Our father used to say, “I cannot stress enough how 
important keeping the delivery date is in custom cabi- 
netry. It’s not so much the lead time that’s important, 
but whether you can deliver when you promise.” He 
was right. 

So much is contingent on the cabinetry — counter- 
tops, backsplash and wall tiling, even flooring installa- 
tion — that the cabinetmaker must be able to deliver 
when promised. A late delivery can compromise an 
entire project and frustrate your crew, the homeowner, 
and other installation professionals and subcontractors 
you work with. 

Unfortunately, there are always those few people 
who will promise a shorter delivery time just to get the 
job. When you check references, ask specifically about 
on-time delivery. 


5. Pull Together the Perfect Team 


When you have a good team, the job goes smoothly and 
everybody wins. There are many important players, and 
all need some degree of involvement when ordering 
custom cabinetry. 

e Homeowner - Homeowners vary in their interest 
and ability to play a significant role in the process, but 
you are less likely to receive angry phone calls if you 
keep them in the communications loop. 

* Designer - Determine what your needs are, iden- 


tify who will do the work, and budget appropriately, if 


there is a fee involved. 

* Cabinetmaker - It is the cabinetmaker's job to 
make your life easier by providing clear communica- 
tion, understanding your constraints and challenges, 
asking appropriate questions, and providing clear com- 
munication backed up by detailed drawi ings — before 
the work of building your cabinetry begins. Most 
importantly, he or she should keep all promises and 
work quickly to resolve any problems that arise. 

* Installer - To ensure that the cabinetry goes in 
without a hitch, correct measurements are critical. The 
cabinetmaker should have a solid system for ensuring 
that every detail is accounted for, so that the installer 
can do his or her job without difficulty or stress. 


The Bottom Line 


Custom cabinetry will take a little more effort than 
pulling boxes off a shelf, but with it, you can offer your 
clients truly beautiful, one-of-a-kind kitchens that meet 
their every need. And the kitchen that inspires conver- 
sation can build your business in new and exciting ways. 

If you haven't already done so, we encourage you to 
venture into the world of custom cabine try. It’s a place 
where you and your clients can dream on and on, 
because the possibilities are simply endless.

lipping through the pages of Distinctive House 

Design and Decor of the Twenties is like stepping back 

in time. An unabridged reprint of House & Gar- 
den’s Second Book of Houses originally published in 1925, 
the 192-page volume includes over 500 floor plans, 
illustrations, and photographs of moderate-sized 
homes. All of the photos are black and white, as are the 
illustrations, and the style and layout of the book often 
reminded this reader of a scrap book (measuring 8-3/8 
x II in.), its pages filled with photographs and gently 
written captions. 

This is not a colorful, glamorous coffee-table book. 
It’s more like a text book, or a “how-to,” chock full of 
information presented in a compact, but charming, 
manner. The contents page contains 100 separate list- 
ings, some referring to single-page entries and others to 
more extensive chapters. The first listing, for instance, 
is “A New House in an Old Style,” which refers to a 
single page with a photo of the exterior of a I 7th-cen- 
tury English-style home and a brief description. 

The first section of the book incorporates four 
chapters on four separate residences: “A House of 
Graceful Distinction,” “A House of Sunny Architec- 
ture,” “A House in the English Manner,” and “A 
House with a French Flavor.” Each presents floor 
plans, photographs, and line drawings, as well as infor- 
mation describing the residence, the decor, and the 
landscaping in great detail. 

This opening section sets the tone for the book, 
noting that “The moderately small house has been 


architecture's stepchild.” 
Seeking to remedy this situ- 
ation, House & Garden selected 
four architects from different 
parts of the country to prepare 
these designs. “The only con- 
dition attached to our requests 
for designs were that the 
house should accommodate a 
family of at least two adults, 
two children, and a servant; 
that it should be set back 30 
feet from the front property 
line and ten feet in from each 
side line; that it should have a 
garage attached, and its costs 
should not exceed $20,000.” 
How times have changed! 


The next section of the 
book could be a primer for a 
budding builder or architect. 
Entitled “The Elements of 
House Construction, The 
Building Process From Foun- 
dation to Roof Graphically 
Explained,” it includes de- 
tailed information and draw- 
ings on how to read a plan, on 
roofing, bricks, wall, shingles, 
the construction and design of 
floors, moldings, gables, bay 
windows, balconies, heating, 
paints, decorative hardware, 
and even radiator covers. It 
concludes with information 
on what the architect charges 
(a minimum of 6%) and a list 
of catalogs 
for the home 
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builder.

Originally written for prospective 
home builders, the book today would 
be of interest to architects, builders, 
home restorers, and old-house aficio- 
nados. It is interesting to note that 
although most of the floor plans in-

clude dimensions, the total square footage is not given. 
Also interesting to note is the fact that most kitchens 
were designed with large pantries, a feature rarely found 
in today’s kitchens. Many other nostalgic notes can be 
found: In discussing the “Electric Home,” the book 
advises, "Electrically-run stoves, washing machines and 
ironers are part of the necessary equipment of the 
modern house. Provide for them in your house plans." 
No mention, of course, of TV, air conditioners, or 
computers. 

Distinctive House Designs and Decor of the Twenties, is 
definitely a period piece, complete with dated photos, 
drawings, and text, but it would be a valuable addition 
to any architectural or historic-house library. Martha

eter Joel Harrison has been collecting traditional 
architectural, landscape, and garden patterns for 
23 years, and these four handsome volumes (in 
hardbound edition from John Wiley) are the fruit of 
his labor. Like many in the fields of restoration and 
traditional design, Harrison became involved through 
a combination of curiosity about architectural heritage, 
an awareness of an unfilled niche, a good deal of hard 


work, and not a little providence.

In 1979, Harrison and his wife moved from New 
York to Raleigh, N.C. They took up residence in a 
white neo-Colonial house, and Mrs. Harrison inno- 
cently suggested that a fence might be nice. Harrison 
was unable to locate a supplier who could provide 
something ina complementary traditional style, which, 
in itself, is not really surprising. The surprise came when 
he attempted to find a book of period designs. He 
searched through bookstores, libraries, and the land- 
scaping departments at several local colleges, all to no 
avail. It was then that he began collecting designs from 
around the area himself. 

Harrison had graduated from the Fashion Institute 
of Technology in New York City in 1974, having 
studied interior design, and his designers eye now 
turned to the rich architectural and landscaping heritage 
that surrounded him. Once on the trail of this almost- 
forgotten aspect of American tradition, Harrison found 
himself expanding his search both geographically and 
in scope. He made innumerable field trips and recorded 
not only fence designs, but also paving patterns, wall 
patterns, trellis and arbor designs, and outbuilding 
designs from many periods and in many vernacular and

regional styles. These he rendered in beautifully de- 
tailed line illustrations. 

He had, in his words, discovered a “huge hole in the 
literature on American traditions in landscaping,” and 
wished to share the results of his meticulous documen- 
tation with others. Unfortunately, his enthusiasm was 
not shared at first by the publishing houses. After 
several rejections, Harrison, with the financial and 
moral support of his family, to whom the present 
volumes are dedicated, self-published Fences, followed 
by Brick Pavement, and Gazebos. 

Harrison began selling his books through specialist 
magazines and by word of mouth, and soon caught the 
interest of John Wiley & Sons, Inc. The firm picked up 
the books, expanded their scope and began publishing 
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Pennsbury « fanor Tullytown, Lennsy loanta |

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the series in 1998. 

Having failed to find a I9th-century pattern book 
of landscape features, Harrison had set out to create 
"the pattern book that should have been in the I9th 
century," and this effort included creating the designs 
of the books themselves. Harrison immersed himself in 
the libraries at North Carolina State University at 
Raleigh, the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, and Duke University at Durham, and found a 
number of late- I 8th-century precedents for the appear- 
ance he was seeking in his books. 

The result is this series that features embossed-cloth 
covers, period typefaces on acid-free cream paper, and 
endpapers hand marbled by the author. 

Fences, the first in the series, contains more than 400 
illustrations of fence patterns and details from the [8th 
and [9th centuries. Pickets, pales, piers, gates, and fence 
ornaments such as finials, caps, balls, and urns are all 
represented. The volume is in two parts, “Fences” and 
“Fences of Cape Cod,” and features examples from 
Mount Vernon to Colonial Williamsburg to the Wed- 
ding Cake House in Kennebunk, Me. 

Gazebos and Trellises is the second volume in the series 
and it features over 200 hand-rendered illustrations. 
Three centuries of American design are documented, 
and styles include: Tudor, Georgian, Federal, Greek 
Revival, Gothic, Italianate, and Stick. Designs range 
from a simple Turn of the Century trellis to an elabo- 
rate Gothic gazebo.

The third volume, Brick Pavement and Fence- Walls, 
contains 200 brick patterns, with descriptions of each, 
taken from historic sites around the country and period 
engravings. These patterns were used for walkways, 
entry pavements, courtyards, terraces, porticoes, steps, 
and fence-walls, and many date back to the [8th cen- 
tury. Harrison also includes, at the end of the volume, 
a glossary of traditional bricklaying terms. 

Garden Houses and Privies has more than 250 illustra- 
tions of enclosed garden houses, privies, and bath 
houses, ranging in style from Colonial to Greek Revival 
to Gothic, Italianate, French, and Stick. The book also 
features details on finials, doors, windows, and vents. 

Individually, Peter Joel Harrison's books are great 
tools for those working with landscapes and gardens in 
traditional American design styles. In sum, the series is 
also a great tool, but something more too: a wonderful 
record that documents examples of historical-building 
and -landscaping styles that might otherwise have been 
lost. For this, architectural historians, as well as archi- 
tects and designers, will thank Harrison. 

The author is, not surprisingly, hard at work again.
